DExrORE we enter into ſo beautiful a Proſpect 
as that of the great Theme before us, give us 


leave to make a ſhort ſtop in the Portico, to caſt a look 
ona few unbending Knees amongſt us, an unbelieving 
Race, if not too wilfully, at leaſt too unreaſonably 
blind. to the Glory of this SUCCESSION ; not that 
their Numbers or their Power are worth a Thought;

Strength of this main Article of their Faith, we ſhall 
firſt refer them even to their own great Idol of France, 
their preſent beſt darling for no other Merit then being 
the greateſt Enemy to the HANOVER Succeſſion ; and 
. deſire em to recollect, that ev He, their own Lewis 
4 himſelf, holds his own Imperial Crown by the very 
= þ {fame Tenure, An Act of Settlement. EI 
The great Founders of the Salick-Law were ſo far 
from mounting their ſucceeding Monarchs by this 
Jure dwmo; that on the contrary they forecloſed the 
whole Birthright of the Daughters of France, to the 
end of the World; who otherwiſe in a Hereditary 
Succeſſion, by the claim of Nature, in caſe of Failure 
of the Male Line, are equally entituled to the Right 
3 of Inheritance; and all for no other State Reaſon, then 
the meer Shadow of a popular Fear, of effeminating 
the Warlick Gauls under a Female Regency, &c. A 
Shadow indeed! ay, and Lewis himſelf has prov'd it 
ſuch: For wherein lies the Defect of a Female Hand 
in weilding a Scepter? Tis true, ſhe cannot, upon oc- 
caſion, lead Armies, however, ſhe may keep thoſe that 
can. A Deborah may have a Soul as great as a Jeptha ; 
and a Semrams an Ambition equal to an Alexander. 
Nay, this very lame Lewis that has been forty Years 
in Wars, and yet never draws Sword, might have equal- 
Iv atcheived his every individual Conqueſt, worne all 
the ſame Laurels, and reign'd the very fame Diſturber 
of the World, had his cold-blooded Father's twenty 
| Years Expectation been only bleſt with*a Petticoat 
Deodate for his Succeſſor. If therefore the Law-makers 
of France, for their National Safety, are allowed to ex- 
clude their Female Deſcendants, only to fence againſt — 
a Fantom; does not our Proviſion from the ſame mo- 5 


tive of Safety, carry infinitely ſtronger Reaſon and Ju- 


{tice with it, in ſheilding againſt our more ſubſtantial 
Danger, by the Excluſion of our Romiſh Heirs ſo notori- 
_ ouſly deſtructive tothe preſent conſtitution of England. 
Nay, as our Murmurers areas fond of the Branch as the 
Root, no leſs paſſionately devoted to the preſent Philip 
of Spain, then to his Grandfather: If they are ſo warm

in the Juſtification of the late Diſpoſal of the Spaniſh 
Crown by the bare laſt Will of a dying crazed King 
(ſuppoſing no worle Play) and yet ſo implacable a- 


N the Settlement of an Exgliſh Succeſſion, eſtabliſſit 
both by King and People in their ſober ſound Senſes, 
the whole national Wiſdom together; quere, whether our 
Frenchified Zealots are not a Kin to that perverſe Gene- 


ration, that ſwallow the Camel and ſtrain at the Gnat. 
If this unalienable Right of Blood ſtood foundedon 
all this unmovable Baſis of Divinity, tis certainly a mat- 


ter of no little wonder to reflect, that in ſo important 
a Structure as the whole Government and Regulation 


of humane Society, the Preſervation of Mankind be- 


ing undoubtedly God's ſecond great Work, next to his 
Creation of them, and all ſo highly depending on the 


Regal Adminiſtration of Power ; the whole Divine 
Records ſhould be ſo ſilent on that Subject, as to leave 
us not the leaſt hint of a Divine Command for the E- 
{tabliſhment of any ſuch unalterable Succeſſion of Kings 


No, we are ſo far from finding any Divine Precepts for 


the Confirmation of ſo indiſpenſible a Lineal Right, 
that we have Precedents ev n from God himſelf of his 
own Diſpenſation to the contrary, when the very ſe⸗ 


cond anointed Monarch over his own darling People, 


was a David, nota Jonathan. Nay, the very Preſerva- 
tion evn of the Prerogative of God Himſelf ſeems to 


enforce the neceſſity of a diſpenſing Power ſometimes 
to ſet aſide the Lineal Claim of Royal Veins: For this 


extravagant ſuppoſition of Imperial Right of Inheri- 
tance lying under no humane Check nor Controul, ex- 


poſes Mankind to that naked and defenſeleſs State, 


that they ſtand obliged to throw open their very doors 


to let in their own Deſtruction ; whilſt the next Heir, 
upon this uncontrollable Preſumption of Right, thereby 


abſolutely ſecure and utterly fearleſs of Diſpoſeſſion, 


ſtands free to imbibe all the moſt e e Princi- 


ples, and from thence to give a looſe to every exorbi- 


tant Luſt of Power that ſhall prompt him to break in 
upon the whole Right of the People, and the whole 
Frame of Government, in Gratification to that Luſt. 
Thus what does this chimerical Notion of unalterable 

| | | | Suc- 


Succeſſion amount to Jeſs, then that the Almighty 
Founder of Order and Harmony, that ſets up Kings, 
as the ſupreme Miniſters of Juſtice and Nurſing Fa- 
thers to their People, his own Viceregents, and ev'n 

the neareſt Image of himſelf; is here ſuppoſed to con- 


vey downto Crown'd Heads that unaccountable Di- 


vine Right, a pure Emanation from himſelf, as ſhall de- 
ſtroy his own intended Fabrick of Majeſty, to the ut- 


ter defacing of his own true Image, whenever the 


headlong Adminiſtration of Oppreſſion and Tyranny 
ſhall thing fit to obliterate the whole Lineaments of 


the Divinity. 


If theſe overnice Scrupuliſts want a LawfulBar to the 
Succeſſion : What do they think of [deotiſm or Lunacy ? 


If a Natural Incapacity of Regal Adminiſtration in ſuch 


a caſe may juſtly exclude a next Heir ; ſhall not a Poli- 
tical one equally warrant an Excluſion. If the whole 


Community, for the publick Preſervation, may with 


Juſtice refuſe the Reins of an Eſtabliſh'd Government, 
to a Hand too weak to hold them, are they ſuch Cri- 


minals in denying them to the Hand that will tear 'em 


to pieces; the Depravity of right Reaſon being vnque- 


ſtionably more dreadful at the Helm of Power then 


the Deprivation of it. We tremble before a Reigning 


Nero, when we pity a grazing Nebuchadnezar ; the 


Brutality of the firſt being infinitely more terrible 
then that of the Jaſt. oo 
If the legal Poſſeſſor of the Crown in concurrence 


with a whole Kingdom cannot divert the Deſcent 


from the next of Blood without a manifeſt Violation 
of a Right, derived all from God; then under theſame 
Obligation of Juſtice, as they cannot diveſt him of the 


Crown, neither can they ſtrip a Jewel, from it: Tis 
Robbery to pillage a Portico; and tis but Robbery to 


ranſack a whole Pallace. And what's the diſmal Con- 
ſequence of this Poſition, but that every Branch of the 
preſent Engliſb Liberties, obtained in Favour of the 
Subject, by the leaſt retrenchment from the Original 
exorbitant Power of Majeſty, fome of them the dear 
bought Purchaſe of Exgliſh Blood, and all of them the 


moſt ſolemn Eſtabliſhment of the whole Legiſlative 


Authority; are only a waſte-paper Bundle of Records

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cidents before Matter and Subſtance. 


The PREFACE, 
that expired with the Generation that made them: 
For the Poſſeſſor cannot bind the Succeſſour. Thus 
by one ſingle Blaſt from the Mouth of Divine Rzgbr, 
the whole Humane Oracles from St. Stephen's Capp 
are as utterly confounded as the Languages at Ba 
Nay, from this Hypotheſis of Government, we ma 
very reaſonably ask, Whether a Romiſh Succeſſor, hold- 


ing by no humane Tenure, but mounting purely by 
this Jure Divino, may not pretend to the Re-eſtabliſh- 
ment of Popery, even by a Legal and and unqueſtionable 


Branch of his own hereditary Prerogative ; the Pro- 
tection and Patronage of his own Old Mother-Church 


being undoubtedly the native Claim of his Royal Pre- 
deceſſours: And conſequently in reſtoring of Popery 
evn to her higheſt Glory and Authority, he only re- 
ſumes an Imperial Plume ſo long and ſo injuriouſly 


clipt from the Creſt of his Anceſtors. And if the 
warm Zealots for this exotick Scheme of Right, arefor 
handing a Romaniſt to the Throne as owing his Suc- 
ceſſion wholly to a Title from God and not at all from 
Man; they need not fear but where his whole Obliga- 


tion lies, his whole gratitude will be paid; and how 
paid, ourttembling Altars and Liberties may very ea- 
1ily, and indeed but too dreadfully apprehend. 


Jo expoſe the yet greater Abſurdities of this mo- 


del of Divine Right, ſo abſolutely above the Power 
of any Humane Limitations, we need no more then 
trace Hereditary Governments up to their Original. 
Here we find, that it has ſo pleas'd the great Diſpenſer, 
that all Nations whatever have had(more or leſs)their 
various Revolutions, inſomuch that the preſent Here. 
ditary Monarchies now in the World have all their vi- 
ible, ſome an Elder and ſome a more Modern, Riſe 


and Foundation. When then, and where mult this 


ſuppos d lineal Right commence? Not earlier than the 
firſt Royal Veins, from whence it ſprings. For the 
. chimerical Suppoſition of an inherent Right of Mon- 
 archical Succeſſion antecedent to the Monarchy it ſelf, 
is an expreſs contradiction to common Senſe; ev'n 


more ridiculous, then the Exiſtence of Form and Ac- 


Now

Now as theſe Revolutions of Monarchy are generally 
the Acquiſition of Conqueſt, all from the Humane Arm 
of Power: For whether attain'd by a more eaſie or 
forcible Entry, with a voluntary Submiſſion or 
compulſive Subjection of the People: Whether the new 
Lords are mounted into the Sadle by Foreign or Do- 
m eſtick Hands; tis much the ſame : All but the Work 
of Power. Here then to give a little farther Light 
into the Merit of this Divine Right of Succeſſion, we 
_ ought firſt to examine this Original Baſis of it, Conqueſt; 
poſſibly a very muddy Fountain Head, how clear o- 

ever the deſcending Current from it may run, as being 
too often acquired by Invaſion and Rapine, and all the 
irregular Violences of Ambition; nay, ſometimes by 
downright Rebellion: However whether {ſupported 
by a juſt or an unjuſt Cauſe ; that's 10 Bar to its Title; 
tis ſufficient its Reputation ſtands juſtified by Succeſs, 
the Smiles of which like thoſe of the Sun ſhine as well 
on the unrighteous as the righteous. If then a crown'd 
Conqueror, though by trampling o'er all that's {a- 
cred; perhaps by the utter Abolition and Extinction 
of that undiſputable Right that poſſibly has been de- 
rived down through a long ſucceſſive Reign of Ages 
to the former, now conquered, and for ever diſpoſſeſt, 
Royal Veins; diſmounted too, by no other Demerit or 
Forfeiture then the bare weakneſs of an Arm, and 
ſhortneſs of a Sword : If this crown'd Conquerour, 
Tay, tho' by the worſt of all theſe Acceſſions to Em- 
pire ſhall ſet up a new Right, ay a Divine one too, con- 


vey d don to his own Lineal Veins, and eſtabliſht by 


no leſs a Sanction then that of the Univerſal Law of 
* Nations, and conſequently confirmed and recognized 
by the whole Voice of the World; (for ſuch is the 
Claim of Conqueſt) ſhall then this ſanguinary Founda- 
tion and Structure of Monarchy ftand ſo upright in 
the Eyes of all Mankind; and on the other ſide, ſhall 
not the unanimous and ſedate Decrees of a whole Go- 
vernment with infinitely more Honour and Juſtice 
make that more innocent Breach into the lineal De- 
icent of Kings, not by diſſolving, but only taking out 
a broken Link from the Chain of Succeſſion, by ſet- 
ting aſide ati expectant Heir of a Crown, utterly un- 
qualified for the Regal Adminiſtration If 
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2 TO FRESATE 

If Monarchy is a Fabrick all builtin a day; which 
though never ſo haſtily or irregularly rais'd, however 
muſt never admit of any Variation or Alteration, whilſt 


the firſt Founders are ſuppoſed to ſtamp that ſacred 
and inviolable Right of Succeſſion, on the deſcendant 


Veins of Majeſty, that the profane Hands both of Kin g 
and People for ſucceeding Ages, muſt not dare to touch; 
what's all this but exalting one ſingle Generation of 
Men, up to a conclave of Gods, iſſuing forth nothing 
leſs then Divine and immutable Decrees ; and at the 
lame time debaſing their deſcending Race beneath them 


only to an Inferiour Claſs of meer impotent Mortals, 
who upontheir leaſt Preſumption of altering the Cele- 
ſtial Edicts of their Almighty Original (tho under the 


moſt threatning Danger, and the moſt preſſing Neceſſity 
of ſelf Preſervation) are immediately ſtigmatized with 
no leſs a Brand then that of downright Rebellion, a- 
gainſt the Godhead of their Great Grandfathers. 

In this fair Scrutiny into the Original of Monarchy, 
as much as the Handy-work of Humane Pow'r may 
contribute to its Creation, we wou'd not be thought 
guilty of any Deſign of Diſroabing it of the ſmalleſt 
Native Plume, or leaſt Aſſumption of Divinity, that 


either the Character or Right of crown'd Heads can 


Challenge: We hope we ſhall not ſtand charged with 


diminiſhing the leaſt Ray that circles an Imperial Brow 
for only traceing itup to the Fount of Light from 


whence it ſprings. 


 Soverargnty made its great Entry much like that of 


Marriage, both equally of Divine Inſtitution ; one, the 


Ordinance of God for the Peopling; and the other, for 
the governing the World. And truly whether we look 
up to the Sublimer Inauguration of the proudeſt Royal 


Hand that eſpouſes a Kingdom, or down to the pooreſt 


Rural one that weds a Wife; {till we ſhall find that the 
Bonds of Soveram and Subject, like thoſe of Bride. 


groom and Bride, have much the ſame Induction. 


For whether the King or Huſband on one ſide ſeals 
his Solemn Vows and Oaths fo maintain and cheriſh ; 


or the Subject or Wife on the other, to love honour and 


obey; {till "tis all but Humane Inclination Convenience 
and Intereſt that brings the kind Couple; together,the 
. | 3 N Pre- 


previous grand Union of Hearts the meer Dictates of 
Fleſh and Blood: Tis the Religious and ſacred Krot 
that joyns the Hands, the Flighted Faith orly that 
gives it the Sanction of Diuinity. I is thus the bend- 
ing Knees and devoted Hearts erect the Throne of Ma- 
jeſty, whilſt the whole Glory of Kings from hence on- 
ly receives its Conſecration. And tis from hence the 
crown d Head is enſtalld the Anointed Vice gerent of 
God. And as from this Introduction he holds by a 
Divine Tenure; ſo the Eſtabliſht Heir, from the ſame 
Preengagement of our {worn Faith and Obedience, 
dlaims by a Divine Right of Inheritarce; whilit the 

Vniverſal Vox populi (for that of King and People to- 
gether is undeniably ſuch) is the true Vox Dez that 
calls him the Rightful Succeſſour to the Throne. Ard 
tis thus a King never Dyes; whilſt this Frecontrect cf 

Allegiance,our publick Oaths of Fidelity to his Eſtab- 
liſht l confirmes the deſcending Right, that 
the Ceremony of Coronation is little more than 211 
Honourary piece of Formaliixy. 

The numerous Arguments on this Subject wor Id 
{well too large for the narrow compaſs of a Preface; we 
ſhall therefore conclude, by making the Romiſh Fre- 
tenders of nearer Blood to the Crown, aęgrieved by 
this Aci of Settlement, evn their own Judges, whether 
with right Reaſon they can think themſelves truly in- 
jur d by this Excluſion . Byasking them, whether they 
don't believe. that any of thepreſent Romiſh Here- 

ditary Monarchies of Europe, making the Paralel Caſe 
the Ke on their ſide) ſuppoſing a Proteſtant Heir a- 
mongſt them, equally animated by a Principle of Pꝛoꝛne 

Merit to trample all humane Obligations under foot, 

and harden d to the running all Hazards for the bea. 
ing down the whole Ramparts of their Religion and 
Liberties: would not make the {ame Proviſion for the 
Defence of their Altars, as we have done for ours, by 
the very lame Excluſion. 8 

Ay, and all that too ſo far from a Violation of ehe Divine Right 
of Lineal Deſcent, that undoubtedly their own great Oracle at 
Rome, the Voice of Infullibiliiy itlelt, would, on the quite contra- 
ry, give the Cauſe on the Excluders ſide: Nay poſſibly be as hearty 
in his holy Fulminations againſt ſuch a Succeſtovr's Acceſſion to a 
Throne, as ever one of his famous Predeceſſors Pope Pius Quintus 


was, for diſmounting a Queen Elizabeth froma Throne.
